Although experience with the Nazi propa- 
ganda machine and its methods has taught 
the world that no reliance can be placed on 
any of its announcements, the Berlin claim of 
having sunk 13 large British merchantmen in 
a single transatlantic convoy, focuses atten- 
tion on what is, in final analysis, the most 
vulnerable spot in Britain’s armor. 

The Germans claim these 13 ships were en 
route from America to England, loaded to ca- 
pacity with supplies of war badly needed over 
there. While we may reasonably question the 
figures until the British themselves report on 
the affair, undoubtedly some ships were sunk. 
And every cargo that goes to the bottom of 
the ocean simply makes the future of Britain, 
of human freedom and of the United States 
that much darker and adds that much to the 
urgency of the need for American help, quickly. 

It also draws attention once again to the 
probability that, before the war is over, this 
country will itself be supplying naval convoy 
ships to see the materials, made in this coun- 
try for England, reach their destination. For 
“all-out” aid to Britain is worse than useless 
if the goods are not delivered. That is the 
simplest form of logic and the use of our Navy 
to protect shipments of our goods is certain to 
come, if German depradations on Atlantic com- 


merce continue. 

Slowly this country is waking to the urgency 
of its own peril and to the necessity of giving 
everything needed to Britain, so the war may 
be kept from our own shores. And giving 
means that the material reaches England. 

The Germans claim. to be perfecting a 
method of attack upon convoys which com- 
bines submarines, surface vessels and bombers 
of the air. If their success in thus attempting 
to blockade Britain at sea continues, or ma- 
terially increases, this country will have to 
take the next step of providing convoy pro- 
tection. 

There will be no choice. And public opin- 
ion might as well understand that necessity 
before the hour for decision arrives.

Same Old G. O. P. 


The Great Flop of 1940 is being groomed 
again, in the same old way, for 1944. Thomas 
E. Dewey, the white hope of decadent Repub- 
licanism, fired the opening gun of his 1940 
buildup in a Lincoln Day address Wednesday 
night. It was a masterpiece—of Republican- 
ism. But it wasn’t Dewey. It was the child 
of the G. O. P. hierarchy—in other words, 
brain busted. 

Dewey was surrounded by all the trappings 
of the party. He was congratulated by Senator 
Vandenburg, who apparently will have to be 
content to be second fiddle to,the glamor boy. 
Senator Taft, if his speech that same night is 
any criterion, has joined former President 
Hoover as an elder statesman. 

Mr. Willkie is an outcast, a pariah, a sad 
mistake. He had the temerity to agree with a 
Democratic President and to believe this coun- 
try has a stake in the world to come. 

Mr. Dewey, obviously, agreed that Britain 
should be aided. Aided with but, but, but, 
but, but, but and but. As though words will 
suffice against the desperate days to come. 
In substance, he said the Republican party is 
for aid to Britain. But not effectively. Which 
is exactly the manner in which the Repub- 
lican party aided this country in the days 
when Herbert Hoover told businessmen they 
had nothing to worry about; in the days when 
he was so downright scared he ordered troops 
to clear Washington streets; in the days when 
prosperity was around the corner waiting 
while people starved. There is the Republican 
platform, there their creed. Aid for Britain, 
around the corner!

In a School Cafe 

Dr. Charles Rife, chairman of the sanita- 
tion and health committee of the Atlanta 
Board of Education, has charged the cafeteria 
at Boys’ and Tech High schools is “filthy,” 
and too dirty for human beings to eat from. 

Dr. H. Reid Hunter, assistant superintend- 
ent in charge of high schools, exonerates the 
school administration and blames the boys 
themselves for the -condition, saying they 
won’t “keep things tidy.” 

Meanwhile, the board has ordered an im- 
mediate investigation and report. 

Such an investigation, however, to be worth 
while, should not depend entirely upon the 
explanations and statements made by school 
administration officials. A representative 
cross-section of the student body should like- 
wise be asked about the cafeteria condition 
and the causes thereof and circumstances 
should be so arranged the boys can testify 
free of irrelevant considerations. 

The administration has been, tacitly at 
least, blamed by Dr. Rife and defended by Dr. 
Hunter. It is, to a certain degree, on trial as 
the accused. To accept only the testimony 
from the accused would be absurd. Let the 
boys, who themselves have been accused as 
causing the bad situation, tell their side of 
the story, too. 

And, without delay for any cause, the ad- 
ministration must see that the place is thor- 
oughly cleaned up and kept as spotless and 
as hygienic as such a place should be.

It Happened Here! 
Oddly enough the strange death in Wash- 


ington of Géneral Krivitsky, the Russian ex- 
super-super undercover man, who turned on 
Stalin and told all, constitutes one of the most 
striking current answers to arguments of 
America’s isolationists. 

Whether Krivitsky killed himself or was 
assassinated doesn’t matter at all, in this re- 
spect. The point is he very well could have 
been assassinated, here in the United States, 
in the very capital thereof, and by agents of 
Stalin. Indeed, if he did kill himself, the sup- 
position is he was driven to it by fear of a 
gunman named Hans or Kurt who was sent 
out from Russia to do away with him. 

Our isolationists, trying to live in a world 
which no longer exists, trying to feel that 
Russia and Germany and political terrorism 
and a deadly ideological war are far, far away, 
would do well to ponder all of the aspects of 
Krivitsky’s death. 

For Krivitsky is dead. He died in Ameri- 
ca, in the capital of the United States. His 
death comes from the complex of happenings 
overseas that Lindbergh, Wheeler and all the 
other let’s-stay-out boys don’t want to believe. 

They will bury Krivitsky, but the meaning 
of his death will remain extremely vital. 


A marvelous understanding of his peo- 
ple is ascribed to Batista, the strong man of 
Cuba. They say he can tell popular unrest 
from the rumba. 


J. Frank Beck 

Atlanta owes much to J. Frank Beck, a 
civic leader and a beloved friend who died on 
Wednesday after a protracted illness. 

Mr. Beck came to this city when a youth 
of 16. He was a native of Brooklyn, N. Y. In 
early manhood he established himself as a 
man of great gifts for public service. For 17 
years he served on the city council and his 
record was, through all those 17 years, that 
of a man who placed the welfare of the city 
and its people first and who was never hesi- 
tant about giving his utmost help to the cause 
of anything good for Atlanta. 

He was a patron of the arts and, though 
not 1 formal church member, a devout Christ- 
ian and regular attendant at church services. 

He contributed much to contemporary At- 
lanta life and, if he had not lived, this city 
would be much the poorer in many things 
than it is today. 


Georgia Editors Say: 


PLAYING POLITICS WITH HUMAN LIFE, 
(From the Brunswick News.) 


As might be expected, the press of Georgia 
does not always see eye to eye. As it is the right 
of individuals to disagree, so is it the right of 
newspapers. 

But if there is one issue on which the press 
of the state stands with unbroken ranks it is on 
the life-endangering practice of allowing livestock 
to roam the highways unmolested. Yet, despite 
the fact that we know the practice will result in 
an average of 10 or 15 fatalities a year, the state 
legislature at each session defeats all efforts to 
correct this evil. The overwhelming sentiment in 
the state is for restriction of the livestock. But 
the will of the majority is thwarted by legisla- 
tors who are playing politics with human lives. 

Last week a compulsory fencing bill was 
promptly killed in the agriculture committee of 
the house. 

The bill, presented by Representative Rich, of 
Union, seems to have been in the wrong commit- 
tee. It is‘not a measure, or movement in behalf 
of agriculture. Not by any means. It is a very 
definite move to conserve human as well as ani- 
mal life, and legislation which should be sup- 
ported by all interests of the state, as represented 
in the assembly. | 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER.

Some sort of moral is 


probably to be drawn from the difference between historic moments 
here and abroad. The most trivial ceremoriy of the German state 
is performed with military precision and overwhelming significance. 
The massed troops, big men, standing straight and expressionless, 
line the high corridors. The banners, bunched in standards, give 
just the right Wagnerian touch to the immense rooms, The states- 
men, elaborately uniformed, glittering with sunbursts of gold lace, 
deploy to their places with no crowds to hinder. And a nation’s 
liberty is signed away before the small but select audience ceases 
to clap the grand entrance. F 

The curious contrast must have sprung to the mind of every 
contemplative person who squeezed into the jammed, stuffy and 
disorderly senate caucus chamber, to hear Wendell L. Willkie 
testify in behalf of the lend-lease bill. There could be no doubt 
that the moment was historic. On the stand was the most success- 
ful recent leader of the political opposition, only defeated for the 
Presidency after a bitter, hard-fought campaign, with every personal 
and political reason to distrust and vilify his more fortunate rival. 
Yet he had come of his own free will, in a moment of grave national 
peril, to speak for the policies of the man who had beaten him. 


THE MILLING CROWD Perhaps, therefore, it will not be 


amiss to try to recreate the scene, 
for the record, as it were. The setting, the senate caucus room, is 
an unfortunate example of the plutocratico-imperial style of archi- 
tecture—huge, badly proportioned, adorned with many useless 
columns, and veneered with the depressing sort of marble formerly 
much favored by plumbing manufacturers. Huge as it is, however, 
the room was not nearly big enough. The people had come from 
all over the east and midwest, some arriving just after dawn, all 
waiting for hours to get in. Strangely enough, they were not the 
prosperous, mink-coated, wildly be-hatted women and sleek men 
one had half-expected to see. They were rather simple, ordinary 
looking people, plain people, but anxious for their glimpse of the 
significant instant. 

At the end of the room the senators, looking old and bored, sat 
around their table. Behind the table were the distinguished 
visitors—the Vice President’s wife, Mrs. Henry A. Wallace; friends 
and powerful constituents of committee members; and the vivan- 
dieres of isolationism, Mrs. Nicholas Longworth, Mrs. Bennett 
Champ Clark and Mrs. Robert A. Taft, who sat, like the sirens 
disappointed of Ulysses, in a special row of chairs joking omong 
themselves. In front of the senators’ table were the seats for the 
press, with a little well in the middle for the witness. But the 
senators, the distinguished visitors, the lady isolationists and the 
newspapermen were all lost, to the casual eye, in the milling crowd 
occupying every inch of space permitted to it. 

Such was the setting. The crowd was so thick that when 
Willkie made his entrance, he was not seen until he reached his 
little well. Then those in front started to clap. The photographers, 
pushing in eagerly, popped their bulbs. After that there was a long 
wait, for Willkie had dictated his statement on the plane, and had 
not received a typed copy in time. He whiled away the hot half 
hour telling the senators nearest him of his trans-Atlantic airplane 
journey, speaking in the tone of an enthusiastic tourist ... “we 
sailed practically the same route as the old Portuguese discoverers.” 
And then a secretary pushed his way in from the door, bearing 
papers; Senator Walter F. George, the neat, bankerish committee 
chairman, calling the hearing to order, and Willkie began to speak. 


WILLKIE FARES WELL Before Willkie began the crowd had 


been restless, taking frank pleasure 
in such minor, monotony-breaking episodes as the appearance of a 
photographer in search of angle shots on the caucus room’s broad 
marble cornice. Willkie’s words commanded prompt attention. He 
spoke straightforwardly, without special. emphasis, developing his 
argument clearly and plainly. His words were seldom lost in his 
Indiana burr, for the burr only becomes serious when he grows 
oratorical. A big man with a pleasant open face, wearing a plain 
blue suit, sitting hunched over the witness table in an easy attitude, 
reading calmly from his manuscript—he seemed a rather common- 
place figure. It was only when one began to grasp the force and 
significance of what he said that the scene took on any meaning. 

The senators listened to the statement as attentively as the 
crowd, Vandenberg, of Michigan, leaning forward portentously, old 
Hiram Johnson judiciously smoking a big cigar in one of his paper- 
holders, and all the others assuming appropriate expressions. When 
Willkie finished, Senator George called the committee roll for 
questions. The first to venture was Vandenberg, who wanted to 
know whether war would not result if ‘‘we embrace” the President’s 
foreign policy. Willkie replied simply that he could not tell, but 
that he was sure war would come if we allowed Britain to fall. 
Then Vandenberg cautiously retired and Gillette, of Iowa, a man of 
conscience but little clarity, who prays for guidance and receives 
contradictory answers, took up the attack. Gillette’s meaning was 
somehow muffled. The senators who followed had little to con- 
tribute, and finally it was the turn of Bennett Clark, of Missouri. 

A large, red-faced, brazen-voiced man, Clark has a genius for 
public rudeness which makes him a fairly formidable cross- 
examiner. Washington had been licking its lips for weeks over what 
“Clark would do to Willkie,” and when Clarke’s name was called 
all the isolationist ladies stood up in eager anticipation. Unfor- 
tunately, Clark was beaten by Willkie’s reasonable, quietly good- 
humored answers. The laugh went against him, and he retired 
from the attack. There were a few more unimportant exchanges. 
Senator George thanked Willkie impressively. He took his leave. 
And the scene dissolved in a violent jostling of people anxious to 
get out before their neighbors. 


PARALLEL IN HISTORY Not once, in its whole short course, 


did the historic moment compose 
into a spectacle. But then stumpy little Stephen A. Douglas, telling 
his audiences of lanky, tobacco-chewing men to stand behind 
Lincoln and the Union, probably did not compose into a spectacle 
either. And that happens to be the nearest parallel in our history 
to the event of Tuesday afternoon.

ONE WORD MORE 
By RALPH McGILL. 


KILKENNY CATS _ Reading that the leaders of Yugoslavia yes- 

terday were summoned to Berlin to get 
their instructions, one may begin to see that Germany has a new 
plan for putting pressure on the English. This new development 
follows that of demands on Spain. 

If troops may be sped through Yugoslavia, as they will be if 
Germany chooses, then the Greeks will be defeated from the rear, 
so to speak, and Italy itself may be bolstered, 

Important, too, is the fact that, with Bulgaria deserted by Rus- 
sia, the Germans would control both Bulgaria and Yugoslavia and 
thus choke off the Turks or frighten them into quietude and 
acquiesence. 

The plan becomes crystal clear if Spain agrees to permit estab- 
lishment of German bases in her waters. Germany then will cone 
trol both ends of the Mediterranean sea. This will enable her, 
operating from bases in Spain, Yugoslavia and Italy, to more effec- 
tively oppose the English navy in that sea and to aid her faltering 
and all-but-collapsed ally, Italy. 

Meanwhile the appeasers and the aid-to-England groups re- 
mind one, in somewhat reverse action, of the Kilkenny cats. The 
jingle ran: 


“There once were two cats of Kilkenny, 
Each thought there was one cat too many; 
So they fought and they fit 
They scratched and they bit, 

Till, excepting their nails 
And the tips of their tails, 
Instead of two cats there weren’t any.” 


If the Kilkenny cats of appeasement and aid-to-England don’t 
stop fighting and make up their minds, instead of one ally there 
won't be any. If England does need aid, and all those who have 


been there—for short time and long—say she does, then it is best 


to hurry. 


NOT ‘SO GOOD One must face the fact the outlook in Europe 

is not so good. The Germans have not been 
scotched. The English victories in Italy, while thrilling and spec- 
tacular, have demonstrated only what everyone else, including Gere 
many, believed about Italy. 

They have not relieved the pressure anywhere except on the 
intrepid Greek army which keeps throwing back the Italians. 

The situation in Europe finds Germany gaining diplomatically 
and physically in the Balkans. England has fought off the bombs 
with a spirit which has fired the imagination of this part of the 
world. England’s RAF has supplied the most heroic chapter of 
the war. 

But this is defensive. Hitler still is loose in Germany. Unless 
his empire collapses, as there is no reason or need, from its view- 
point, to collapse, he can continue to exist. 

Hitler will not be defeated until someone invades Europe and 
defeats him on French and German soil. This is the most impor- 
tant factor to remember. Defense won’t win. And the English 
fleet cannot really become effective as an offensive force until 
England has control of the air. 

Chief reason for the English success in Africa has been due to 
the fact that Italy hardly has had a plane in the air. England has 
had control of the air and of the sea. 

Not until England and her allies can invade France and Germany 
will Hitler be defeated. 

That is why it is so important to think of aid to England in terms 
of gigantic deliveries of goods and of war materials. That is what 
Wendell Willkie meant when he said we should turn loose several 


destroyers each week. 

THE NEXT STEPS It is apparent something is brewing. The 
whole Axis front is feverish. One may 

but guess. But it seems to me, trying to analyze the’move, that per- 

haps some sort of agreement has been reached. 

The United States, fearful of something new in the Orient, is 
calling home its nationals. So are the English. They have been 
ordered out of Shanghai. Japan is creating a new disturbance. 

Germany hastily summons Franco from Spain and the repre- 
sentatives from Yugoslavia. Bulgaria already has succumbed and 
submitted to German domination. 

Russia, which must know what is ahead, withdrew the protec- 
tion of her shadow from Bulgaria, leaving that unhappy nation, 
where the King is pro-English, the people pro-Russian and the 
army pro-German, at the direction of Germany. 

It may be a maneuver to isolate Turkey and leave Russia to 
threaten and occupy her in the Black sea, while Bulgaria, Ru- 
mania, Yugoslavia and Hungary form a barrier between Turkey 
and Germany. 

Things are moving fast in Europe. Something big is in the 
making. One may but guess and wonder and hope. 

Meanwhile, soon we will have to make the decision. We must 
strip away some of our own defenses to aid England, or we must 
fight like Kilkenny cats and see, at last, there is no England to 
defend. 

When once the curtain lifts and we see what has been achieved 
by German weight and influence in Spain and the Balkans, then 
we may guess with more assurance. 

Now it is possible to say only that this country quickly must 
make up its mind to help England or to take the consequences of 
her defeat. 


For They Give No Anxious 
Thought to Death

Mr. Roosevelt has long promised to give our people the abundant 
life. His purpose is commendable, but it is something no ruler, 
however powerful, can achieve. 

The abundant life, like the Kingdom of Heaven, is within us. 
Each individual must create it for himself, or never possess it in 
this world. 

What does it mean to live abundantly? If it is only a matter of 
having a full stomach and adequate shelter, all well-kept cattle 
have an abundant life and any philanthropist can provide it for 
the poor. 

* But it means much more than that. Life is the opposite of death, 
and abundant life requires freedom from all fear of death. 

Children live abundantly, for they have no conception of death 
and therefore do not fear it. Many old people, though poor and 
without security, live in serene contentment because they have faith 
in God and believe in the Resurrection, and these have life more 
abundant than the richest who live in dread. 

Young people also may live abundantly if they are free of fear. 

Churchill’s life has been abundant since the beginning. He 
started without money, but he has always been indifferent to riches 
and the security wealth affords. Complete fearlessness made the 
world his oyster. He made a feast of life. As a soldier of fortune, 
war correspondent, author, war leader, statesman, he has lived his 
life to the fullest, daring all things, enjoying all things. Though 
not a sensualist, he has a prodigious appetite for all good things 
that life affords—and all that life offers seems good. 

The great majority of mankind live in fear of death. It is this 
fear, though unrecognized, that is the basis of social unrest. We 
fear losing our jobs or our health; we fear a destitute old age; we 
fear life itself; but these things are fearsome because they contain 
the threat of death. 

Neither riches nor health nor any other thing can make life 
abundant for those who live in fear. , 

To be wholly free of the fear of death is to be free of all fears. 
And those who have learned to accept the fact of death serenely 
and indifferently are gloriously free, as no other people are. They 
have abundant life, for mere existence is a fascinating, proud and 
— eer to people of.understanding who are free and 
unafraid.

A band of 130 Greeks who broke out of an internment 
camp during the Italian rout captured 3,000 Italians and 
turned them over to the British. 


The Greek residents of Bengasi were interned at, Zue- 
tina, 80 miles south of here, when their Italian guards 
joined the attempted Fascist exodus which the British 
intercepted near by, 

Seizing abandoned armament, they fell on the Italian 
ranks from the rear and inflicted considerable. casualties 
before the Fascist began surrendering. 

Then the Greeks returned to their homes in Bengasi 
and provided one of the few jubilant notes in the gloomy 
Italian port by holding victory celebrations.

| compensated only by the ‘addition 
: of some specially concentrated 
| vitamin B food such as yeast ex- 
tract. The amount of yeast used 
In ordinary bread is too small: to 
-be of any account.” 

A distinguished American au- | 
thority, G. A. a Says: “Stu- 
dents of nutritioh now emphasize 
a greater use of the so-called ‘pro- 
tective foods,’ which are primarily 
milk, green vegetables and fruits 
Iaking the distribution of 
| foods characteristic of the average 
| American diet described by Sher- 
man as a basis of estimation, Jol- 
liffe finds that one would have to 
consume daily a combination of 
625 Gm, (1 1-4 pounds) of fruit, 
600 Gm. of potatoes, 880 Gm. of 
other vegetables and 1,260 ec. 
(4 1-2 pints) of milk. This combi- 
nation is, of course, impossible be- 
cause of its bulk.”

WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—I wonder how many of you no- 
ticed in the papers an announcement of Negro History Week, which 
runs from February 9 to February 16? I have long felt that, while 
we are in school, all of us should learn more 
about the contributions of the various races 
making up the people of the United States of 
America since the beginning of its history. At 
the same time, it is important to know each 
year what special contributions have been 
made by different groups in their different 
fields of endeavor. 

A nation-wide poll is conducted each year 
by the Schomburg collection of Negro litera- 
ture of the New York Public Library to de- 
termine “the 12 Negroes (individuals, organi- 
zations or institutions) who have most distin- 
guished themselves during the past year.” At 
the same time; they choose six white people, or institutions, who 
have done most toward the improvement of race relations “in 
terms of a real democracy.” 

This, I think, is valuable in giving recognition where it is due, 
and in keeping us aware of the contributions of our various racial 
groups. We should be grateful for what they achieve, for it is the 
sum total of. all our achievements which makes the greatness of 
our country, and we must feel pride in every individual who con- 
tributes to the whole.

Representative Osborn Foster, 
of Towns county, has announced 
he will press for legislative ap- 
proval of-his plan to levy a 25 
cents severance tax on lumber. 


“Up in my section of the state, | 


north Georgia, there are _ firms 
that come into the state and cut 
millions of feet of timber,” he 
said. “They take this timber 
across the state line and manu- 
facture it without paying Geor- 
gia or the counties a dime of tax. 

“My bill would simply provide 
that such firms pay a tax of 25 
cents per thousand feet on such 
timber, the revenue to go into 
the general fund of the counties. 

“The tax would not apply to 
timber cut and manufactured in 
Georgia, but solely to that tim- 
ber cut and moved out of the 
state withqut further processing.”

Nazis Prepare: 


White Reports 


Each Carries 14 Men, 
Guns, Indicating Inva- 
sion, He Says.

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Back 
from London, I am able to add 
up the score on invasion both from 
the standpoint of the British and 
of recently-arrived travelers from 
Germany, with whom I talxe” in 
Lisbon.

The Germans think their recent 
and continuing reconnaissance 
raids over England have disclosed 
to them every important concen- 
tration of antiaircraft artillery, 
clustered around England’s vital 
military objectives.
